It is composed of two districtss ons is inhabited by Russian 
workers and the other by vell-to-do Russians who have been living in ex- 
iie for many years. A111 the inhabitanta are employed in the nearby stone 
quarry, where rock is extracted and transferred to a factory located alone 
the railroad line. It is erushed and converted into fertilizer which is 
used in the vicinity of Kirov, where the fields are in poor condition. 
There is also a hospital for the treatment of German prisoners-of-vwar who 
are employed in the various camps of the Vetlah group.

Canp Ne s A branch line runs from Camp No. 3 for a distance of about 
aeven Itilometers te Camp No. 7, where there is a lumber mill producine 
wood for both fuel and construction. 


Camp No, 42 Lies four kilometers north of Camp No. 3 and contains oniy 
hospitals uhere camp workers are treated. 


Horkshop No, 43 Located on the railroad line between Camps 3 and 4. This 
shop in gf importance, because 1t converts two Icinds of wood (giolka anti 
sasna Pale: vheltkea 2/) into pulp, ubich is bound into bundles of 5, 10, 
16, and 32 kilos, It is said that these are shipped to the south and nsed 
in the mumfacture of gunpowler. 


Camp No, 33 About 3,000 exiles of various nationalities are held in this 
camp and work in the nearby shops. Men are cent from this canp every day 


- to Sotsiporodck for various forced labor projects. A certain Vakonits is 


tha canm diractor. with ona Krauzin as hin assistant. The MVD ronrasenta- 
tive is one Faminiks 


Machine Shon: This is located on the western side of the track about £00 

meters south of the fifth camp. Abowt 300 exiles work in this shop, deing 
all ‘civds of repair work on tractors, automobiles, sewing machines, redluay 
cars, and other machines used in the camps. Vulin is director of the chop. 


Tesnayea: A railway station north of Gamp No. 5 and the main station of the 
arga. It has four or five spurs for the shifting of cars. 


Sobsigorodolss Lites one kilometer north of Leenaya, The central offices 
of Vetlah MVD are located here. Kuchtikev, a Russien colonel, is in charge 
of these offices, Syubin is his assistant; Petrov is in charge of immber 
mills. Colonel Kyapin is in charge of all the carp suards. Chvarastirsly 
is in chsrgs of railroad workers. One MVD member is posted in every cemp 
for a threo-ronth period of duty. Votsky is the gencral director of ths 

WWD and Faminiks (not identical with Faminiks of paragraph 10) is his 
assistant. 
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Ue Camm No, 6: Lies six kilometers north of Camp Ne. 5. It ineludes 
some 1,500 to 2,000 workers who are mostly engared in wood-avtting 
and the manufacture of railroad ties. One Vasiliev is in eharra. 
He enjoys a very good roputation for fairnass among the vorkers.

1940 and 1946 were Plodndk (294,0=1941) snd Matfeyey. Commundants of 
the Syktyvkar ecampe wore: Soriker, Anastag Letonovich, : auparenks , 
Vasiliev, and another Vasiliey (not related to the vreceding one), 
ALL eamp commndants and cecurlty agents are army officers, with rena 
ranging from warrant officer te captain, Prisoners ia the carps are 
not assioned mumbers but are calied by their surnanes Prisoners! 
identity doeunents and photographs are kept in che office of the eanp 
commandant. 
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
